THE SAILORS CASE. 

Thirteen of the Crew of the Silverdale " 
Sentenced to Twelve Weeks. 

The adjourned hearing of tho ease of 
tho sailors charged with refusing duty on 
the Silverdale was brought on yesterday 
morning, also tho case of conspiring to 
impede the navigation of the shin. 

Prisoners' counsel applied to the court 
to have judgment given in the first ease 
so that it would be pleaded in the second. 
This was assented to by tho court. 

Argument was then hoard on tho lirst 
case of refusing duty. 

Mr. Taylor contended that the court 
had no jurisdiction as it was not shown 
the prisoners wore British subjects and 
the otfonco, if any, was committed within 
the three niilo limit of the American 
shore and not on the high seas, and that 
the acquittal of the prisoners on ft former 
charge of refusing duty, thereby endan- 
gering the ship, was a bar to fresh pro- 
ceedings ; that the men had been taken 
to sea unwillingly in the face of their 
complaint to the captain that she was un- 
seaworthy, by reason of an incompetent 
crew being on board and that the crew 
wore incompetent, Counsel took a num- 
ber of objections to tho articles as not 
being in accordance with tho Merchants' 
Shipping Act. 

Mr. Davie argued that the offence was 
a very grave one ; that the men had 
persistently refused to* do duty, and hud 
conspired together not to go to sea after 
getting their advance ; that great loss 
would result to the ship ; that the court 
had jurisdiction. 

Prisoners' counsel commented on tho 
course which had been taken ill request- 
ing Mr. Johnson to leave (he bench on 
this case, saying it was an insult to hint as 
well as to their honors, as it has done for 
the avowed purporse of obtaining a con- 
viction whether according to law or not, 

The court reserved judgment and on as- 
sembling at 1 o'clock sent need the 
prisoners to twelve w eeks ill jail. 

The other charge of conspiracy was then 
heard, and after the evidence had been 
taken and addresses by counsel given, tho 
charge was dismissed against all the 
prisoners. Two of the lifteou wore 
ordered back to the ship. 

The crew, who are mostly boys, com- 
plain very much of their treatment by the 
captain. They say thoy were induced to 
sign the articles on false representations 
as good seamen could not bo got at Port 
Townsond, and that when they complained 
to the captain of tho unseaworthiness of 
the ship and that they wanted to settle 
their hoard bill on shore and complain to 
a magistrate, the answer they received 
was boing imprisoned in the forecastle 
and an attempt made to starve them into 
submission.

C. Dubois Mason, who has for the past 
year or so been located at Enderby, in 
tho Spallumcheen district, arrived in the 
city the other day. Desirous of learning 
his views of tho district through which 
tho Okauagon & ShuBWap railway is to be 
built, a representative of this paper inter- 
viewed him on the subject with tho follow- 
ing result. 

How are the crops in your part of the 
countrj ?

There is also much 
more of which there is no note as some of 
the fanners hold back in expectation of 
higher prices, and others are too far 
away to profitably haul their wheat to the 
mill. 

Do you consider there is sufficient 
wheat grown to keep the mill busy at all 
times '< 

Undoubtedly, and the mill will now be 
kept running night and day in order to 
mill the wheat in hand before the now 
crop is brought in. 

What is tho output of the mill ? 

Running night and day the mill pro- 
duces one hundred and forty bushels of 
Hour per day. 

What is a fair return of wheat per 
acre ? 

Messrs. Lumby & Bennett and Mr. 
Fortune have threshed out as much as 
sixty bushels to the acre, but that is, of 

urse, for small patches of two or thrco 
acres. The general average may be safely 
taken atjfrom thirty to forty bushelsan acre, 
which is a remarkably fine return. 

I low does the quality of tho wheat 
compare with that, of Manitoba V 

Tho best wheat is certainly equal to the 
"Manitoba No. 1 hard," and tho only ob- 
jection, if any, is that it is so hard that 
itgivos tho miller a littlo extra trouble in 
milling. There is also a much laigor pro- 
portion of fust quality wheat than in 
Manitoba. 

Do you think the wheat acreage can be 
extended 'I 

Most certainly it can. This year's crop 
will bo vory considerably in excess of that 
of last year, us many men who last year 
had only forty or lifty acres in wheat have 
now from one hundred to two hundred 
acres sown. Farmers aro merely waiting 
for the Shuswap & Okauagon railway to 
bo built. The Dominion government now 
have, by ordor-in-council, guaranteed the 
subsidy and the railway will be 
commenced at once. The construction 
of the railway will give an immense stimu- 
lus to wheat raising, as there are a n um- 
ber of vory large and hue tracts of land 



around Vernon and the Mission which 
will be put under crop as soon as ever a 
market has been opened up. I find many 
Victorians cannot even now believe that 
thore is wheat enough to keep llio mill 
going. I can only adviso them to go and 
see for themselves. 

How is it that the Hour was scarcely 
seen here in the early spring I 

That was because last winter we had 
much trouble to get it to Sicamous Nnr- 
■■iws. The river was frozen over 
for many weeks and thesnow was not suf- 
'■ontly deep on the wagon road to afford 
yood sleighing. Tho road, although a 
vory good road and one that must prove a 
great boon to tho country, was too new 
tmd became utterly impassiblo as tho 
snow began to melt. All this will be 
remedied with the advent of the railway 
and flour will then bo shipped in largo 
quantities at all seasons of tho year. 

Is the extent of tho district sufficient to 
warrant tho construction of another mill ? 

In a year or so I think it will, but 1 be- 
lieve the interests of tho district would be 
better served by tho extension of the 
operations of the present company than 
by the erection of an independent mill, as 
there would be greater economy of work- 
ing, both in tho handling of the mill 
produce and the number of hands em- 
ploy od. 

Do you think it would be advisable to 
turn the business into a joint stock com- 
pany! 

Well, I do not consider it necessary so 
to do, but undoubtedly a joint stock com- 
pany with a capital of from one hundred 
to one hundred and lifty thousand dollars 
and a small directorate of good business 
men, who would personally look after the 
interests of tho company in all the largest 
cities o'' t he province, would be able to 
extend lio business in several ways very 
profitable !>othtotho country and itself, 
and I tl '« such a company might very 
well do : tl the banking business of tho 
noighbo i id, eithorj,'one or in conjunc- 
tion wit: -mie bank. 

How do you consider the flour takes tho 

irk ... t 

In the upper country people insist up 
on having it, and the mill is now sending 
large quantities into Cariboo via Ashcroft. 
A number of complaints have been made 
from the residents in Victoria and Nanai- 
mo that they cannot get the flour, and 
storekeepers do not in all cases order it as 
freely as they might. It would appear to 
be shortsighted policy, as the "Choice 
Patent" is quite equal to the Hungarian 
of Ogilvio's mills, and all the money paid 
to the milling company is spent in the 
province. In time the flour will be the 
only brand in our markets. 

Can fruit be raised successfully 1 
Yes. Around tho Mission fruit of all 
kinds can be raised in abundance and a 
fortnight at least in advance of any place 
on the coast. There are also some very 
line orchards near Lansdowno and as soon 
is the railway furnishes tho market large 
iitantities of tine fruit and butter will be 
sent to the coast. At present there is no 
ready salo and, therefore, the production 
is very limited.

THE CHIEF JUSTICE (IN REV. MR. 
STARK. 

There was a generally expressed opin- 
ion on the streets yesterday that the re- 
marks of Chief Justice Begbio concerning 
tho Rev. Mr. Starr were altogether un- 
called for, and objectionable in the ex- 
treme. The rev. gentleman concluded 
his evidence and loft tho court room, and 
it was afterwards that tho presiding judge 
made use of the language which will bo 
found to-day in our local columns. What- 
ever "round llev. Mr. Starr' may have 
given to irritate the Chief J tistico by his 
languid deportment in the witness box, it 
certainly was not of that character which 
merited severe reprimand, and the lang- 
uage usee by his lordship can only be con- 
sidered worthy of one of "a vulgar turn 
of mind." It is but a short time since the 
I lead of the judiciary in this province 
went out of Jlis way to utter 
an extraordinary diatribe against tho 
local press and journalism generally. 
For the offence he committed oh that oc- 
casion ho lias received just censure from 
the general public as well as leading 
journals in Canada and the United States. 
In the present instance his offensive com- 
parisons were wanting in provocation, 
and in any event should not have been 
made. The public look to the bench, as 
well as the pulpit, for impartial and con- 
siderate treatment of all subjects brought 
under their notice, and as to tho former 
it is expected that witnesses, juries and 
prisoners will be subjected to no indig- 
nities. But on several occasions the 
learned Chief Justice baa permitted his 
temper to control his judgment; has brow- 
beaten juries because they did not coin- 
cide with his own peculiar views, and has 
been grossly uncourteous and, in some 
cases, excessively rude to coun- 
sel, plaintiff and defendant. In 
this latest freak he has stepped with- 
out tho pale cf dignity and decency and 
has made a vulgar, personal attack on a 
witness simply because the hitter's deport- 
ment in court did not happen to agree 
with the rule which seemed the correct 
uiie to his lordship. We cannot but re- 
gret that so exalted an official as Chief 
Justice Begbio should have thus trans- 
gressed, and in expressing our displeasure 
wo but voice the sentiment of the whole 
community. lie was a might in the 
land in the early history of the province in 
preserving order, but in the latter days — 
is it from advancing years and failing 
health?— he does not appear to exercise 
that common discernment between what 
is just, propci and decent which should 
be characteristic of one in his position. 

THE DANGERS OF CIGARETTE 
SMOKING. 

From time to time the newspapers of 
the United States contain accounts of 
fatal results from cigarette smoking. The 
victims, sometimes two or three in a week, 
are chiefly boys and young men. The 
evil arises from two or three causes. 
Cigarettes are usually made from a poor 
quality of tobacco, often the mere refuse 
uf the tobacco factoi ies,colored and dainti- 
ly put up to make it look presentable, 
and often flavored with drugs more deadly 
than tho original compound. From tho 
opiates contained in cigarettes arises the 
most ineradicable of all appetites, so that 
it has passed into a proverb thai a con- 
firmed cigarette smoker, like tho victim 
of the opium or moiphine habit, is practi- 
cally incurable. Boys smoke cigarettes 
because they are cheap. Too many of 
them acquire tho habit peculiar to cigarette 
Brooking, of inhaling the smoke— taking it 
directly into tho lungs, thus not only 
doubling the deadly ell'eet but increas- 
ing the power of tho habit. It 
is because of the ill ellects of cigarette 
smoking, as we view them, that we have 
commended tho course of the Federal 
Government in raising the excise duty on 
this class of goods. But wo go further, 
and would liku to see the wood, in any 
form, prohibited to boys under sixteen 
years of age. Whatever may bo said of 
the habit of smoking in general, and 
among adults, there can be no question as 
to its injurious ellects upon lioya, and 
especially the use of the cigaret te. On 
the Pacific coast, whore it has 
too wide a popularity, perhaps from 
climuticinlluenccs, tho diseases in weakened 
constitutions and sluggardly minds which 
it sows aro only too apparent. Unfortun- 
ately cigurette smoking is not B trictly 



THE CHILD WIDOWS OK INDIA. 

We learn from tho latest census that 
that there aro no fewer' than 20,930,626 
widows in India, of whom 1182,730 were 
under 19 years of age, 207,1188 under 14, 
and 28,970 under the age of years. 
These figures present, to all who under- 
stand the position of these child widows, a 
fearful pi tare of human misery. The 
efforts thai are being made by various 
philanthropic organizations in their be- 
half will, no doubt, alleviate the condition 
of many, but it would seem as if their best 
efforts for many years can scarcely make 
more than a slight impression upon tho 
mountain of misery it is sought to remove. 
Tho poor little girls, despised, down- 
trodden, shunned, subject to every de- 
gree of hardship and contumely, will still 
by the hundred-thousand bo regarded with 
horror by their superstitious friends and 
neighbors as guilty in some pro-existent 
state of crimes which caused the prema- 
ture death of their husbands. The few 
who can be received into tho homes which 
are being prepared for them will be ns 
nothing to tho many whose misery will 
still be beyond the reach of tho means of 
the philanthropists. Amongst tho various 
schemes for their deliverance none, per- 
haps, is more deserving of notice than 
that of the Pundita Ramabai, who 
has recently boon lecturing in 
Montreal, Ottawa and Toronto. 
Shu proposes to strike, as far 
as possible, at the rout of the 
evil, in tho ignorance and superstition 
which begot it. Hor aim is to found an 
institution for tho education of child- 
widows. Tho members, educated from 
year to year, will not only bo themselves 
raised out of a condition worse than slav- 
ery, and made capable of independent 
self-support, but will also become the 
most effective agents in the spread of in- 
telligence and onlightenmentamongsttheir 
sex. If, judging by the views of our ex- 
changes, the Pundita is herself a fair spec- 
imen of what those Indian high-caste 
women are capable of becoming under the 
developing hand of educational culture, a 
few hundreds of such would soon become 
a power in India. Tho reports of tho 
Pundita's lectures, and the opinions of 
those who have conversed with her, agree 
in ascribing to her a degree of mental acu- 
men, and of shrewd and lofty intelligence, 
such as is possessed by very few of tho 
most highly educated of her sex in Eur- 
ope or America. The vein of keen but 
apparently unconscious sarcasm which 
runs through her addresses cuts like a 
knife through all conventional disguises 
and sophisms, and lays bare the very core 
of the abuses which she aims to expose. 
Her history and her talents alike stamp 
her as a truly wonderful woman, conse- 
crating her life to a noble cause.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Times continues to inform its 
readers that Lieutenant-Governor Dewd 
noy has been appointed Minister of the 
Interior. He still continues to be Lieu- 
tenant Governor of the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

The crimes of Millman, the Prince Ed- 
ward Island murderer, and his execution 
for it, have hardly dropped out of public 
recollection. His case is re-called by the 
news that an aunt of Millman is now de- 
clared to have seen him wash his hands at 
a pump near her house on the night of 
the murder at an hour when he claims to 
have been at home. This ovidence did 
not come out at the trial and strengthens 
the chain of circumstantial evidence which 
convicted Millman, justly, as most people 
thought. And yet tho young man met 
death with a lie on his lips. 



A PAPER read before the London Statis- 
tical Socioty by Mr. Charles Booth con- 
tains much interesting information re- 
specting the poor uf London. He calcu- 
lates that there are in London 50,000 
loafers, UOO.OOO picking up only casual 
and scanty earnings, £jn,000 in the re- 
ceipt of irregular wages and 400,000 work- 
ing regularly but for insufficient pay. This 
is the mass out of which tho sweater 
drawn his material and makes his profits. 
Allowing that the population of London 
is four millions, wo have one-fourth of 
the population of the British metropolis 
either altogether idle or working for 
wages which aro too low to supply them 
with tho necessaries of life. 

CHURCH congresses, synods anu assem- 
blies are tho order of the day at present, 
and the speeches, proceedings and statis- 
tics show that the various branches of the 
church militant bavo a large amount of 
vitality loft in them yet. The speech of 
Bishop Morrill to tho Methodist confer- 
ence held at Now York the other day 
shows that since tho previous conference 
tho membership in the branch of the 
church ho represents has increased from 
1,709,534 to 2,093,935. That branch (the 
northern) has now 12 theological schools, 
04 colleges, and 154 academies, valued at 
$24,000,000. SI, 200,000 are annually 
spent on missionary work. The progress 
is not by any moans confined to this ouo 
denomination. Tho Baptists have had 
their assembly and tho figures quoted as

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL SITE. 

To the Edecob: — A oommitte of most 
competent gentlemen was appointed to 
select a Bite tor the J ubileu hospital. That 
committeo after much labor made a 
judicious selection. Tho views of the V. 
M. A. should have been advanced long 
ago, when all wore invited to express their 
opinions. 1 fear the V. M. A. are not 
good architects of earthly mansions. They 
would have the hospital "near the centre 
of population where tho patients could bo 
easily visited by them." Their argument 
tinges of selfishness. Would they .sur- 
round the patients with dark walls and 
dark chimney tops? Would they subject 
tho sick to tho din, the noise, the dust, 
the stench, tho suffocation inseparable to 
the centres of population'/ Well would it 
have been for the reputation of tho V. M. 
A. as sanitarians had they not attempted 
to convince us of the poor drainage at the 
new site. Suppose tho new building com- 
mittee wore insane enough to build near 
habitable dwellings, who would tolerate 
thu drainage from the new hospi- 
tal ! Which of the V. M. A. would elect 
to live by it? Speak I Disease is rife 
within our city. A boy now lies dead 
from that dreadful scourge diphtheria, 
within one hundred yards of one very 
popular hospital. Typhoid has been 
traced along the line of running sewage 
from the Royal hospital. The V 
M. A. have forgotten or ig 
nored tho divine injunction that 
all contagious diseases should bo mov 
"without the camp ;" and as it was in the 
days of the Old Testament so it is to-day. 
The la.vs of God are the laws of nature. 
Disregard those laws now, and as of old, 
tho same deadly train of diseases will in- 
variably follow. Tho V. M. A. may rest 
satisfied that, thu city is growing and very 
soon the new hospital may be but too near 
the centre of population. * The site is an 
excellent one, facing the warm south, 
sheltered by a high ridge from our pre- 
vailing south-west cold winds. Let us 
make our city he-.lthy first, then beauti- 
ful and attractive; all of which elements 
are sadly needed. The arguments in favor 
nf the present site are numerous. The 
objections are distance, want of water and 
d.amage. As regards distance, the direc- 
tors purpose having an ambulance so that 
the sick can bo conveyed to the new 
grounds in shorter time than formerly to 
the old, while street cars and cabs will 
over tend to shorten the distance for those 
"friends" who wish to visit tho patients. 
The visiting clergymen too, can bo con- 
veyed thither in shorter time to the new 
site than betook to tramp to the old. X.

The one night stand is commonly made 
in a theatre owned and managed by some 
fairly successful bill poster or alderman 
or real estate speculator, who knows as 
much nbout a play house and the way it 
ought to be run as I know about the 
Sanskrit originals of Mr, Arnold's pneins 
A good many of these theatres ure on 
upper Uoors above shops and offices. 
They aro approached by flights of narrow 
and winding stairs, and I never go out of 
one without thanking my stars that there 
has been no fire or panic during th 
night. Queer things happen in these u 
stairs places once in a while. John Mc- 
Cullough was playing "Hamlet" in a the 
atro of this sort some years ago. Just 
beneath the stage was a furnace, attached 
to a bakery or something of that kind, I 
believe, und when the trap was opened 
for the grave digger to get in, a gush of 
hot air came up that was stifling. The 
curtain went up, and you can wager 
that the grave digger made lively Hun 
getting that pit ready for Ophelia. Tin 
sweat poured from the poor man in 
streams, and he piped his little song and 
whistled his little speech and got out of 
there with a jump. When the queen 
cume to scatter flowers on Ophelia's cof- 
fin the hot air caught them up and 
wafted them into the (lies, for l hey were 
made of tissue paper, The curtain cut 
otf that scene with a roar from the audi- 
ence. 

In these cheaper theatres the manager 
does not attend to business, but lets the 
house "run itself," and whatever you 
need in the way of properties you must 
beg, borrow, or buy, for he cannot be 
looked to, or, at least, relied on, to fur- 
nish a sofa, a fire screen, or a pitcher of 
water. Theonly time that he is punctual 
is when the business man is counting up 
receipts, The "stage" in these theatres 
is usually small, the scenery bad, the 
picked up orchestra set your teeth on 
edge, the programme's are cheaply printed 
and full of errors; lighting, heating, ven- 
tilation and cleaning are subjects that the 
proprietor has not brought himself to 
consider, ami you begin your night's 
work under most discouraging circum- 
stances. You change your clothes in a 
perfect sty of a dressing room, with cold 
air whistling through partitions of un- 
painted boards; you wash in a battered 
tin basin; you "make up" wiffi a light 
on only one side of your face, and there 
is no lock on your door. Then you go to 
your hotel — and there's another precious 
circumstance. 

Hotel life in cities, its a rule, is not 
bad. especially if you have your pick of 
rooms and name your hours for meals, 
but you should see some of the hotels out 
west, and, worse still, down south. To 
all appearances they are comfortable and 
clean, and a glimpse of the dining room, 
with white cloths and porcelain and black 
waiters in place, is like a promise of 
merry sunshine; but wait until your din- 
ner comes — hog, hominy, hog, water, 
hog, dry bread, then more hog. Every- 
thing swims in pork fat, and tho cook 
throws in sand und cinders by way of 
seasoning. A troupe that struck a town 
in Georgia one day when the regular 
dinner was over could not get a blessed 
thing to eat but bacon — -no eggs, vegeta- 
bles, bread, butter, coffee, milk or tea — 
just fried bacon. The star of tho troupe 
glared over the table and went away, 
followed by the rest, and bought some 
crackers in a grocery. 

Then there ure the hours. You get 
through your play at 11. go to your hotel, 
rise at 4 or 5 to catch a train for your 
next stand, get then; at noon, have 
something to eat, Warmish around for 
properties, perhaps rehearse, eat your 
dinner, go to the theatre and act and 
often have to take your next train di- 
rectly after the performance. But there 
—from these grumblings one might fancy 
an actor's life to l>e all shadow and no 
sunshine, I have not dwelt on the pleas- 
ures of the lite because they are more ap- 
parent, and everybody knows thorn— the 
kindly appreciation of the public, the 
good words one has from press and peo- 
ple, the odd and interesting sights and 
adventures one meets in traveling, the 
information that even the dullest picks 
up when he knocks around the world for 
some years, the friends one makes and the 
intervals of ease and comfort that come 
when an actor has established his reputa- 
tion and his play has become popular. 
An actor's life, like most men's lives, has 
more pleasure than pain it. — W. J. Flor- 
ence in New York World.

MLNING ON THE HORSEFLY. 

Mr. Thaddens Harper Expects to Take Out 
Half a Million Dollars Before New- 
Year. 

Mr. Thaddeus Harper was at his placer 
mine on the Horsefly river ten dayS ago, 
and stated yesterday that he would un- 
doubtedly take out S50O.000 before the 
now year arrived. About seventy-live 
menareut work on theclaim, and when high 
water subsides it is expected that gold 
will be taken out by tho bucketful. The 
scheme is that of mining the bed of the 
Horsefly river, a strong wing-dam having 
been built for the purpose of turning the 
stream. Up to date the dam had hold 
good against the water, although unusual 
thaws had swelled the river to a very 
fierce stream. A large pump is placed be- 
low the dam to keep the seepage water 
from the bed, and is driven by a steel 
cable attached to the power which drives 
the saw-mill on the bench above. 

Mr. Harper thoroughly prospected the 
river bed bofore beginning the extensive 
work now accomplished, and considers the 
securing of an immense amount of gold 
beyond perad venture.

The race to ho rowed in a course mutually 
agreed noon by tho parties ton days prior to 
too match. 

The stake for tho said raco to be J2,i;>0, de- 
posited in the following manner: 91,150 to bo 
deposited by tho said Paine, ami $1,000 by tho 
said Peterson. The manner of said deposits is 
as follows: Said Paine to deposit 9660 when ho 
signs this agreement, and Peterson to dopostt 
SfiOO at the tinio of his signature. Each party 
to deposit the remaining $500 ten days before 
the date of tho rueo. Either party falling to 
comply with tho above shall forfeit all claim to 
monies already deposited. 

The out Ire stake and sevonty-flvo per cent, of 
the gate receipts to be paid to tlio winner as de- 
clined by the referee, tho remaining twonty-flve 
per cent, of t he gate receipts to bo paid to tho 
other contestant.

A COWARDLY SLANDER 

A hale Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. Anony- 
mously Charged with a Serious Offence. 

Mr. J. J. Haley, for three years the 
secretary of the Y.M.C. A. of this city, 
arrived in Victoria the other day to con- 
tradict a slander that had been circulated 
in reference to him while in that position, 
and which was started in Victoria. To 
all who were acquainted with Mr. Daley 
during his sojourn in Victoria tho news 
that he hud been accused anonymously of 
misappropriating the funds of the Y. M. 
0, A. 'to the extent of several hundred 
dollars, will be received with surprise and 
indignation. During his connection with 
the association, which has never 
been in a flourishing financial condi- 
tion, he labored indefutigably in its 
interests, and prior to his resignation his 
salary had been unpaid for eight months. 
The Brat news he received of the ciicula- 
tion of the report was from Rev. C. I). 
Davis, of Seattle, who. was told by the 
itinerant Wad-El- Ward that he was given 
to understand by a former otlicer of the 
association that, Mr. Daley was short in his 
accounts to the amount of §7^5, and had 
absconded. Mr. Davis, knowing Mr. 
Daley, denied the statement in toto and 
warned his informant not to repeat it. 
Tliu latter, however, stoutly averred he 
had been so informed in Victoria. About 
throe months ago an anonymous letter 
was received by Mr. Williams, of The 
Dalles, a member of the. association there, 
of which Mr. Daley was the secretary. 
This letter bore the postmark of Victoria, 
and stated that Mr. Daley was an em- 
bezzler and warned tho associstion 
against him. It was shown to Mr. 
Daley, who indignantly denied tho 
accusation, and after due consideration 
resigned tho first of the present month 
for the purpose of coming to Victoria, in 
order that ho might investigate tho mat- 
ter, and, if possible, trace his slanderers 
and bring them to justice. All past and 
present officers of tho Y.M.C.A. in this 
city deny having made any statement to 
the above effect, and say that there is 
nothing in tho matter — it is simply an idle 
talo. However, it is a very serious mat- 
ter to Mr. Daloy, and through a published 
card ho requests that an investigation be 
held, so that he may bo cleared of tho 
vile charge that has been made against 
him in so cowardly a manner.
